Cars May Crry, N, J., April 10,

The disnstrous conflagration of the st of
Avpgust lnst gave Cape May an opportunity for
reconstruction of which advantage hns been
fully taken. Searcely a trace of the great fire
pnow remalne; the only remaining signs of It
belng here and there a charred stomp, or an
open space in the very heart of the town which
another winter will doubtless close up, The
gpirit of improvemont, however, has not been
restricted to the burnt distriet, but has extended
in all dircetions, resulting In the ercction daring
the past winter of altogether about fifty diffe-
rent buildings, the greater number of which are
comfortable and attractive cotingea,

The most noticeable lmprovement, however,
is the new wing of Congress Hall, which has
risen ke magle on the site of the old Verry
street section of the cstablishment, and almost
closed up the gap between the main building
and the “Blue Pig” cottage just on the edge of
the beach. The original Congress Hall was
erocted in the vear 1812, by Thomas Hughes,
and not until 1858 was construeted that portion
of it which comprises the dining-room, and has
heretofore been the most imposing. A new wing
wns long talked of, but the heavy exponsc
attending the enterprise has postponod Its erec-
tion uptil the present time. The constantly
Increasing demand for more room, however, at
last made the Improvement a necessity, and
when the season opens Congress Hall will pre-
seat an éntire transformation, which has been
effeoted at an outlay of about £350,000.

That portion of the original bullding which
fronted on Perry etreet, and contained on the
first floor the offices of the establishment, the
reception parlors, and the main passage-way to
the dining-room, has entirely disappeared, and
in its place bhas risen an edifice decidedly more
attractive. The entrance prosents a projecting
roof, supported, at an elevation of fifty feet, by
graceful columns. On the first floor of this
portion is a rotunda 115 by 60 feet In dimen-
glons, separated from an alcove 75 by 25 feet in
slze merely by a range of plllars which support
the celling, at an elevation of 18 feet. On the
side of the rotunda, in the same position as
formerly, and occupying o space about 30 feot

in length, is the oflice, all the appoint-
ments of which are in solid black wal-
nut, Between the office and the dining-

room, just to the left of the entrance to the
latter, is a grand stalrway, lkewise finlshed in
black walnut, by which access is gained to the
upper storles. The whole spacious and elegant
apartment Is to be lighted by forty-eight gas
jets, in three groups of twelve each, and two of
aix—the latter in the alcove already mentioned,
and in which nre to be located the telegraph
office, writing and reading quarters, and news
and cigar stands. Immediately to the left of the
rotunda, and accessible from Perry street as
formerly, is the reeonstructed ‘“funnel,” that
grand windy thoroughfare which has for
years pnst enjoyed the reputation of being the
coolest spot for an afternoon lounge to be found
on the island. From this point, at right angles
to the main bullding and fronting on Perry streot,
is the new wing, 250 feet In length, 40 feot
in width, and three stories in height, to the end
of which has been reamoved the greater portion
of the old structure, 100 feet in length, 26 in
width, and two stories and a half In height.
The larger portion ot this new wing is devoted
to guest chumbers, the only space otherwise

employed belng for the regeplion-room, which |
is on the first floor aud adjacent tothe “funnel,” |

and the parlor, on the second floor, extending
over both “funnel” and reception-room. The di-
mensions of the parlor are 55 by 40 feet, and the
height of the ceiling 23 feet. On the Perry
street side Is an alcove, separatod merely by
tasteful arches and pillars, in which
the plano will be placed. The entire
apartment will be farnished in gorgeous style,
al an expense of about 5000, the Axminster
carpets from Stewart’s New York establishment
alone costing #1500, and the gas fixtures 500,
The moat noticeable piece of furniture will be a
mirror at the rear end, 15 feet In height and 50
inches in width, costing #£075. The soflas,
chalirs and divans are to be of black walnnt
material, inlaid with gold, and upholstered with
variegated silk reps. On the occan front of the
new wing is a grand portico, over which the
roof, supportad by attractive pillars, extends.
It has o width of 25 feet, aod runs from the
“funnel” to the end of the bullding, presenting,
in connection with the portico of the maln

building, a copmected <covered  prome-
nade about seven hundred feet in
length. In front of each of the twenty-two

windows on the second floor 18 a neat little
baleony, overleoking the poriico, and under
every third one of these balconles is a three-jet
gaslight inclosed in a glass globe twenty Inches
in diameter. These lights are constructed on a
newly-invented plan by Cornelius & Baker, of
Philadelphia, and will throw an Intense but
softened glare upon the scene belsw, which,
with the attraction of the Hassler Brothers' full
orchestra of twenty pieces, will render the spa-
clous portico one of the moet delightful places
for a galop or & wallz to be imagined. There
are also spacious balconies faclng boththe Perry
street nnd ocean fronts of the parlor, and a
smaller ope In front of ench of three windows
opening from the musie alcove, with o lighting
apparatus similar to that which will drive dark-
neas from the grand portico. The whole edifice
is surmounted by two elegant cupolas, from
which a fine view of the ocean aud the town
ean be obtalned, Including that of the 50,000
square feet of unbroken roofing which gives the
observer the best idea attninable of the present
dimensions of Congress Hall,

In addition to the pewly-erected portion of
the structure, the reat of the bhuilding has under-
gone a thorough repair; the kitchen has baen
entirely refitted, including among its new appli-
ances a grand French Imperial range; and the
entire working department has
structed. The new buildings, and the repalrs to
the old, will be completed by the 15th of May,
in ample time for the oponing of the hotel on
the first day of June, g8 already announced, nod
when once opened it will falrly rival, ln slze,
appolntments, and attractions, wsny similar
establishment on the Atlantle coast, J.F, Cake,
Esq., under whose management the establish-
ment has attained so much popularity, remsiog
proprietor as heretofore. '

Next to Congress Hall, the most notleeabls
sotel improvement on the Islaud Is the rebullt
Atlantle, This eatabllshment bas had s long
and eventful history. The earllest traces of it
run back to the year 1701, when a wealthy old
bachelor, Eldridge by name, took unto himself

& young wife, and for her arcommodation built
& house by the seashore which was I[nfinitely
gandor] than anything that had been contem-
plated by the simple-minded people who in-
habited the lower section of New Jersey in those
primeval days. The structure was remarkably
substantial, and ita interior displayed elaborate
workmanship, traces of which in the shape of
neat panel waloscoting, are still discernible.
The exact date at which this bailding woa first
devoted to hotel purposes canunot be deter-
mined, but additions were gradusily
made to I, and daring the enrly
portion of the century, after the olose of the
War of 1812, it was in fall blast, under the
management at different times of Haghes, the
original bullder of Uongresa Hall, aud of Me-
Kenzie, who died but a few days ago, bear
Camden, N. J., at a very advanced age. Pre-
vions to 1827 It was kuoown as McKenzle's
Hotel, but in that year It was moved back from
the ocean a distanca of 120 feel, and rechris-
tened the Atlantic, The other evenlng [ had o
plensant “interview™ with the veteran sojourner
al Cape May who ofliciated on this oceasion,

“My first reguiar visit to Cape May," sald
the veteran, “was in 1835, and from
thnt time to the present I have nol missed
a slogle season. In those early days there
was a jolly set of boys to be found here ln
summer, They were ealled the ‘“forkers,” and
were up to all gorts of tricks, the title being
given to them from a custom they had of rouat-
fng a fellow out of bed In the middle of the
night, and danblog his face over with palnt, or
ctherwise multreating him, while they pinned
his neck to the wall with a forked stick. They
amuted themselves nlso by tossing men in the
air with blankets, and rolling ten-pin balls. down
taire at dead of night, aund in other festlve ways,
Oue of the best-known of these ‘forkers’ had
been selected to do the chrlstening, but he had
taken too much bitters that morning, and when
he reached the roof of the bullding he waa too
crazy Lo go any further. So the task fell to my
lot, and I erawled out on the roof through the
trap-door, and erept along uutil I came to the
gable end. I then flourished a bottle of soa-
water—pothing stronger was wansted, 1 assure
you—around my hend, and broke it over the
end, exclaiming: —

“In the name of old Father Neptune I
christen this house the Atlantic Hotel. May
prosperity attend It, its worthy host, and all its
guesta!’

“And then the crowd of people below gave a
shout, the colors were ron up, and the guns
were fired. After that we had o grand collation
on the lawn, and balf the crowd were drunk
before the thing was fairly over."

In 1840 the establishment passed into the
hands of Joteph and Bevjamin MeMakin, who,
In 1842, bullt what was known, until the great
fire of Irst August, as the New Atlantic. On the
death of Captain Benjamin MceMakin, in April
of last yvoar, the property passed into the hands
of his son, John MecMakin, whose first season
was brought to such an unfortunate ending.
But Mr. McMakin has not been idle during the
winter. About thirty feet of the original
building, which was not reached by the flames,
has been moved ncross Jackson street to the site
of the destroyed New Atlantic, and fitted up to
be used ns a hotel in winter, and a restaurant in
summer. On the spot where the por-
tion of the weold building which has
been thus traneplanted stood for &0
many years, Mr. McMakin has erected a
substantinl bullding four stories in height,
and with an ocean front of 30 feet and a depth
on Jackson street of 89 feet. On both fronts it
is surrounded by a portico ten feet In width,
presenting, altogether, an attractive appearance.
The portion of the Old Atlantic adjoining the
new etructure, and facing the ocean, has
been refitted also, but next fall it is the inten-
{lon of the proprietor to tear that down and
build & wing on the same plan as the portion
already completed, with a width of 36 feet and
a total sea frontage of 175 feet. The capucity of
the establishment will then fully equal that of
the bullding destroyed by fire last August.

Concerning the other leading hotels, there is
but little to be sald, except in the case ol the
Btockton Hounse. The United States has disap-
peared, and the Columbia, with its injerior
fitted up and all traces of the great fire removed
from ita surronndings, will remain under the
manasgement of George J. Bolton, Esq., who lins
conducted it so long. In the Btockton House
there has been a change, and this magnificent
establishment will be opened on the 25th of
June by Charles Dully, Esq., of the Continental,
Philadelphia, a gentlemun who is well known to
the travelling publie, and bor had enough ex-
perience in hotel life to rend ér the approaching
geason at the Btockton what /its first season most
decidedly was not—a well-Geserved success,
